LOS ANGELES (AFL, NEWS)— 
The 47th annual convention of the 
AFL Building and Construction 
Trades Department called for en- 
actment by Congress of an overall 
Federal Construction Labor Law 
to protect wage and working 
standards in the building industry. 


The convention pointed out that 
jmore than $12 billion worth of con- 
struction in 1954 is financed in 
;whole or part by, Federal funds— 
jor one-third of this year’s total 
jconstruction. 


A Federal Construction Labor 
)Law would amend and improve all 
existing federal laws affecting 
hours of work, minimum wages, 
overtime, labor-management rela- 
tions to meet the standards and 
objectives of the Building and Con- 
struction Trades Department.

AFL Unions of Postal Workers 


The National Association of Postal Supervisors at its re- 
cent convention voted for a referendum on the question of 
withdrawal from affiliation with the American Federation of 
Labor and the Government Employees’ Council. Ballots will 
be sent to all members in good standing. early in December 
for the vote on this question. 

The convention was held very recently but as far back as 
June 23 East Bay Labor Journal reported: 


“A speech by Gerald Cullinan, confidential assistant to Post- 
master General Summerfield, indicated clearly that the Eisen- 
hower Administratién is lining up the postmasters and postal su- 
pervisors as a ruthless management team to smear or smash the 
AFL unions of the postal workers, with President Eisenhower 
prepared to veto any pay legislation the postal workers would 
willingly accept.” 


So far as the latter part of that sentence is concerned, ac- 
tually Mr. Eisenhower vetoed even the bill on postal pay 
which Congress passed, although it was not up to what the 
postal workers could too ‘willingly accept.” 


Now it seems, the earlier part of the sentence is coming 
true: the Association of Postal Supervisors, acting on under- 
cover orders to disaffiliate from the labor movement, is going 
to take a referendum on quitting the AFL. This is part of the 
whole Eisenhower-Taft-Hartley Administration's effort to di- 


vide and conquer the labor movement. Pry all straw bosses, 


foremen, and supervising workers away from the rank and 
file on the economic field; and, on the political field, get the 
Neil Haggertys to line up with the labor-hating Goody. 

On the economic field, whatever it may be on the political 
field, the bait held out is financial: reclassify the workers and 
hold out the promise of increasing the separation in pay be- 
tween the workers and the supervising workers. The general 
philosophy of Postmaster General Summerfield is that every- 
one in the postal service getting over $6000 a year is under- 
paid; some of those in the upper brackets under $6000 are 
either getting just what they deserve or too much; and those 
still lower down the pay scale are getting too much. 

So the thing to do, Summerfield figures is obviously to 
hold out the bait of still higher pay to the supervisorial 
workers, who include clerks-in-charge, foremen, 
roundsmen, superintendents of mails and assistant superin- 
tendents, etc., and keep the other workers wage-hungry. And 
as part of this, get the Association of Postal Supervisors to 
withdraw from the AFL and commit its members to a policy 
of licking boots rather than taking the manly action of union- 
ists bent on raising the level of the whole vast service. 

Bureau of Labor Statistics credit the Association of Postal 
Supervisors with a membership of 16,500. 

So the disaffiliation of less than 17,000 supervisors from 
the AFL would mean very little to the giant AFL on the or- 
ganizational side; the 190,000 clerks and carriers would still 
be with us. But as a ‘‘sign of the times,” as an indication that 
the Stmmerfield-Eisenhower Administration was winning out 
here and there in its policy of dividing,and conquering union- 
ism, it would be one more unpleasant result of the 1952 Pres- 
idential election.

Sam W. Nearly one million wage earners 
exhausted their unemployment 
compensation benefits during the 
first seven months of 1954, the Bu- 
reau of Employment Security re- 
vealed. The rate increased as the 
year progressed, 

The total through July stood at 
992,379. The number of workers 
who used up their benefits in the 
first quarter amounted to 351,322, 
with 470,693 exhausting them in 
the second quarter. In July, 170,363 
working men and women used up 
all their unemployment insurance 

or a quarterly rate of more than 
511,000. 

Congress failed to extend bene- 
fits over a reasonable period or to 
raise the payments. The HEisen- 
hower Administration only wrote 
letters to the governors asking 
them to recommend longer and
